Can Make Deadly Gas 


Silage fermentation can produce 


I a deadly gas Wisconsin farmers 
must learn to recognize and cope 
with, this time of year according 
to J. M. Sund, University of Wis- 
consin agronomist. The gas is es- 
pecially dangerous 
during and 


immediately after silo-filling time. 


Nitrogen dioxide is a heavy, 


yellowish-brown gas that smells 
like some laundry bleaches. Just 
a few whiffs will cause perma- 
nent lung injury or deatrj. 


Mate Cause* 


Sund said since 1955 a dozen 


persons and many farm animals 
have died from this gas in mid- 
western states. During this same 
period, two. deaths and 37 cases 
of serious lung injury were re- 
ported among Wisconsin farm peo- 
ple. 


Drought and higher rates of ni- 


trogen application on Wisconsin 
corn fields are probably the main 
causes for the increased^ occur- 
rence of the injury in recent 
years. Farmers in areas where 
drought has prevailed this sum- 
mer should be especially careful.

If drought has prevailed, rapid 


uptake of nitrate occurs in the 
plants following a rain, Sund says. 
It is best to harvest the crop be- 
fore fall rains or wait at least 
five days after the rain occurs 
letting the plant utilize the nitrate 
before harvest! 


In addition, green-feeding corn 


grown during a summer drought 
may be a bad practice. It can 
cause nitrate poisoning resulting 
in loss of milk, abortion and/or 


death of cattle. Silage made from 
the same crop may be fed safely 
in some cases. 


The greatest danger from nitro- 


gen dioxide gas from silage is 
during the first 12 to 60 hours 
after filling. However, you should 
be especially careful during 10 
days after filling the silo. 


Be alert for bleach-like odors 


and yellowish-brown fumes in or 
near the silo. Small amounts of 
the gas may not be visible and 
not easily detected by smell but 
are still dangerous. Stay out of 
the silo immediately after filling

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Heroes in the Integration War 


. Tht reports of the integration of the 
public schools in Alabama this fall are 
much like those from Louisiana, Arkansas 
and some other states in past years. There 
are the pickets and the threats of violence, 
the thrown stones and the hurled epithets. 
The men who sre maintaining law and 
order deserve the highest of commenda- 
tion from both Negroes and whites. 


In general these law officers are south- 


erners. They are segregationists. They 
deeply and sincerely oppose integration 
and just as thoroughly object to the role 
the federal government has played in re- 
quiring integration or anything else they 
feel conflicts with the rights of the states 
and local governments. These beliefs and 
convictions go back to their childhood, 
education and their entire way of life. 


But these same men are those who are 


protecting the Negro children now enter- 
ing southern schools. They are breaking 
up the crowds of pickets who incite riots. 
They haul off to jail the hysterical who 
would even harm small children in their 
bitter antagonism. They are opposing hefe 
their friends and neighbors and their own 
convictions because they believe more 
deeply in the need to preserve law and 
order. They know that if it breaks down, 
the result, as at the University of Missis- 
sippi, is murder and at least temporary 
anarchy. 


These men should be examples, not 


only to the white people who would break 
basic la-.vs to prevent integration, but to the 
Negro people who break laws to try to 
bring it about. The contribution of these 
southern officials to the cause of law, har- 
mony and justice is immense. 


Angle Vs. Parallel Parking 


The informal session this week between 


the Common Council's Public Safety Com- 
mittee and representatives of the Appleton 
Chamber of Commerce to discuss muni- 
cipal parking problems and policies was 
Informative and fruitful. 


It was an amicable meeting and physical 


evidence that members of the business 
community are interested in problems con- 
fronting the elected and appointed officials 
who are charged with the responsibility of 
governing our growing city. 


The meeting was also indicative that 


city officials are willing to listen to and 
consider proposals that will eventually 
have to stand or fall on the basis of merit. 


While there was not complete agree- 


ment, the m e e t i n g afforded College 
Avenue merchants and aldermen an oppor- 
tunity to discuss openly and frankly recom- 
mendations and suggestions aimed at fur- 
ther improving Appleton's traffic situation 
and parking facilities. 


Heartening was the news that Appleton 


appears to be ahead of the parking prob- 
lems that presently 
haunt other com- 


munities. 


Taking a look at the future, merchants 


contended it would be advantageous from 
a business and customer service standpoint 
to retain angle parking when College 
Avenue is rebuilt in a few years. City 
officials and traffic experts disagreed and 
advocated front-to-back parallel parking 
for the Avenue. 


However, there was a meeting of the 


minds that front-to-back parking should be 
tried on an experimental basis on a block 
or two in the downtown area. Police Chief 
Earl Wolff and Traffic Lt. John Gosch 
recommended the pilot project be con- 
ducted on a two-block area of College 
Avenue. 


Their recommendation that this popular 


type of parallel parking should be tried out 
on the Avenue between Walnut and Rich- 
mond Streets appears to be a fair and log- 
ical one. It should receive the wholeheart- 
ed support of the Common Council and 
the College Avenue merchants. 


The front-to-back parallel parking ex- 


periment could prove to be most enlight- 
ening to all concerned—especially the 
motoring and shopping public. 


The New York Teacher Pay Dispute 


Certainly the settlement of the New 


York dispute between the United Federa- 
tion of Teachers, representing all teachers 
in New York City public schools, and the 
Board of Education, backed up by Mayor 
Wagner, was fortunate on the very day 
when classes were supposed to be resumed 
and the UFT was going out on strike. The 
settlement, worked out by a special media- 
tion board, is not out of line economically. 
Apparently it will not increase the budget 
as presented by the board. But there are 
disturbing elements. 


The threat of the strike went back to 


last January when the board drew up its 
budget. The decision of board members 
was that, since the teachers had received 
average increases of $750 the last school 
year and in light of seriously crowded con- 
ditions, available funds would have to be 
used for improved facilities. 


But the UFT insisted it had to have 


some pay increases. And there the matter 
stood until the agreement which will give 
small increases of about $150, not to start 
until the last quarter of the school year. 
This will not be taken from the budgeted 
amount for better facilities although it is 
vague exactly from which pocket the mon- 
ey will come. 


The UFT was badly off base in this dis- 


pute for several reasons. First, teacher 
salaries in New York are already at a rea- 
sonably high level even for large cities. 
A beginning teacher with a bachelor's de- 
gree receives $5,300 and the top level is 
more than $10,000. The UFT aim is a range 
between $6,000 and $14,000. The superin- 
tendent now says that some raises are 
justified. 


But more serious is the fact that the 


threatened strike1 was illegal. New York's 
Condon-Wadlin Law forbids strikes by pub- 
lic employees and sets penalties which can 
include considerable loss of salary, tenure 
and scheduled increases. The State Com- 
missioner of Education had also warned 
that he could cancel teaching certificates 
of any teachers who went on strike 
It is 


hard to justify the breaking of a law for 
persona] economic gam. 


The Board of Education, the members 


of which are elected and therefore respon- 
sible to the public, has been bypassed in 
this incident by an appointive board, which, 
no matter how well intentioned or serious, 


had as its main concern the prevention of 
a strike last week, not the over-all health of 
the city, its schools, taxes and citizens. This 
is in itself a breakdown in representative 
government. 


The layman may wonder why the Board 


of Education did not find the solution itself 
before the very day of the proposed strike. 
There must be the suspicion here that the 
UFT wanted to gain, more than small pay 
increases, a maximum of prestige. 
The 


smaller classes and special teachers for 
problem children, cited in the agreement 
as well as the increases, were actually part 
of the reason the Board of Education had 
given for the need to spend money else- 
where. This can be portrayed as a great 
victory for the UFT in its struggle in other 
communities to become the bargaining 
agent for teachers. 


In part, this dispute reflects the im- 


practicality of bargaining about financial 
matters between two organizations who 
have nothing to do with raising the money. 
The UFT shrugs its shoulders about the 
need for increased taxes for school pur- 
poses if its demands are all to be met. It 
doesn't consider the raising of taxes its 
business. The Board of Education has no 
power to raise revenue—only to present a 
budget which it has some hope will be 
passed by the men who must raise the 
money along with a lot more for other 
municipal purposes. And the mediation 
board was even less concnrned with the 
matter of where the money would come 
from next year. 


This is a conflict that is bound to be 


repeated. It has emphasized that a union 
can get at least some of its demands if it 
acts tough enough, but without regard for 
whether its demands are justified or even 
possible. And the people who must pay 
the bills have been neatly bypassed in de- 
termining whether the money they dig up 
is being spent in the best way in the long 
run. 


If this sort Of "settlement" is to become 


.commonplace, it would be better to dis- 
pense with the Board of Education alto- 
gether and have direct bargaining between 
the union representatives and the govern- 
ment agency which must approve the 
budget and raise the money. The cause of 
education might not be improved but was 
it even at issue in the New York case?
